Despatches 


from England state that the strikes have 
created a decided alarm in the market for 
American railroad securities and a In^ nf 
confidence. 
In this way, if in no other, 


many people will be seriously affected by 
the outbreak, .even though not directly 
concerned in the controversy. 
As a mat- 


ter of fact all classes must feel ils iullu- 
euce in one way or another.

appliances for combatting it are KO inade- 
quate. 
A conflagration at night is an oc- 


currence of inieiise interest, because of 
the sfrimge sights witnessed. 
It is the 


custom 
of 
the majority of the peo- 


ple to carry large paper lanterns dur- 
ing 
the hours 
of darkness. 
Every 


kikisha man is compelled to have his 
lantern lighted at early dusk, and woo bo 
to him if ho is found with it unlighted 
after dark. The "cops" ponuco 
upon 


him and run him in withoutmercy. When 
the iire bells are siru'jk they ouly give an 
alarm of tire, but give no indication of HB 
location. I believe that when one bull 
given the alarm of tire every bell for 
miles in all directions repeats the warn- 
ing, so that the whole surrounding ueigh- 
boriiood are put upon the alert, and the 
night is made luminous with the 10,000 
lanterns that arc lighted and held aloft by 
their owners ns they rush through the- 
streetfj to (Uncover the whereabouts of the 
iire. The engines sometimes get down, to 
their work and KtreaniKof water will be play- 
ing upon a fire inside of thirty minutes— 
ami sometimes they don't. It is a mat- 
ter of chance. Itis an agony to witness 
the work clone by them, and they are 
handled for all they are worth.

THE WEATHKR AT MCWNT WASH- 


INGTON. 


Sergeant J. (1. Liuwley, of the United 


States Signal Corps, reports in his num- 
mary of meteorological observations at 
Mount Washington for the mouth of Alay, 
that the mean temperature \vlft lower 
than for any corresponding month since 
the station was established, being y(i.8°. 
The lowest mean for May previously re- 
corded wan 30.1° in 1873, and the high- 
est was 89,1 ° in 1881. 
The average of 


mean 
temperature for May, calculated 


from th» record for the ion years from 
1372 to 1881 iueluKive, is 3-1.2°. 
The 


highest temperature for last month was 
'ifi. 5° outhe22d; the lowest was-1 ° on 
the 3d; the greatest 
daily range* was 


20° on the 2d, arid the least wiw 5.7° 
on the 10th; tho mean of maximum tem- 
peratures is 32.5 °, and of minimum 
temperatures 20.20°. There were frosts 
every day excepting on the-22d and 28th. 
The rainfall for the month was greater 
than for the corresponding month in any 
year since 1872, excepting 
1878 and 


1881. 
Itaiu or 
snow 
fell on 
'2o° 


.'days, and there were three inches of un- 
melted snow on thi ground at the end of 
the month. Tho total precipitation1 was 
8.31 inches. 
Lust year in May it was 


12.0U inches and iu iBYU it was i).28 
inches. Tho least rainfall for May was 
2.50 inches iu 1875, aud the average is 
G.-10 inches. 
Tho precipitation 
during 


the past month was mostly snow, and up 
to the last week of the month the moun- 
tain was covered with ice and snow. 
There were eight clear and fifteen fair 
days. 
On the 8th there was a solar halo 


aud on • the 17th there was an aurora, 
Tho mean barometer 
was 28,85-1; the 


highest was 30,237 on the 18th, and tho 
lowest 29,480 on tho 4th. 
Northwest was 


tho prevailing direction of the wind, and 
the total movement, as near as could' be 
ascertained, was 27,2-11 miles. Frostwork 
formed on 18 clays, interfering with the 
correctness of the measurement. 
The 


greatest daily movement was 1712 miles 
on the 3d, aud the least was 384 miles ou 
the 13th, the average being 878.7 miles.
